A carriage was provided for the 
distinguished gentleman, and, preceded by a band 
of music, the procession marched to Mozart Hall. 
There an Ufemen.se crowd had gathered, eager to ex- 
tend a girjfing to the ex-Secretary, When he ap- 
peared upon the platform, accompanied by Mayor 
Barbee, Chancellor Pirtle, Dr. Ewing, Col. Cald- 
well, L. L. Shreve, H. D. Newcomb, Col. David- 
son, J. S. Lithgow, and others, the entire audience 
•rose and welcomed his presence with hearty cheers. 

Chancellor Pirtle, on behalf of the citizens, wel- 
comed Mr. Guthrie home, on behalf of the city, 
county and State. He referred in eloquent terms to 
the ability and fidelity with which the finances of 
the government had been managed — how the great 
industrial interests of the nation had been protected, 
and our commercial affairs fostered, and remarked 
upon the pride felt by Kentucky in seeing one of her 
sons occupying a position so honorable as that from 
which Mr. G. had just retired, and which was secon- 
dary only to that of the great Hamilton, who organ- 
ized the financial department of our government.

— The Alvin Adams, Capt. Lamb, 
is the packet for St . I/wis to-day. The Adams has 
few competitors in speed, and her accommodations 
are of the finest order. 

The Superior is the mailboat for Cincinnati to- 
day, the Strader having been withdrawn on account 
of low water. The Dove, Capt. Saunders, with Mr. 
Pendleton as clerk, is the Kentucky river packet. 
The Wm. Dickson leaves for Tennessee river. The 
H. Bridges leaves for Green river. The Rainbow is 
the Henderson packet. The Diamond is the Nash- 
Aille packet, and the Clifton leaves for Pittsburg. 

The H. D, Newcomb, Capt Spotts, is expected to 
arrive this morning, and the R. J. Ward to-night. 
The Newcomb will leave for New Orleans to-morrow 
evening, and the Ward on Monday. 

The steamer White Bluff, from Arkansas river, 
having run into and sunk a coal-boat at the mouth 
of the Cumberland, was attached by the Marshal of 
the Chancery Court, on application of the owner of 
the coal-boat. The matter was compromised yester- 
day between the parties by the payment of #2,000 
to the owner of the coal-boat. * 

Uyhter Sunk. — The steamer Ohio, from Cincin- 
nati, bound for New Orleans, arrived here on Wed- 
nesday. As she was drawing too much water, one 
of Capt. Lockhart's lighters was procured, in which 
the Ohio discharged about 150 tons of freight. She 
was moored at the wharf between Sixth and Seventh 
treets night l»efore last, with the lighter alongside 
of her. The wharf was crowded with boats, and 
the Diamond, which had just come out of the canal, 
was making a landing. The captain of the D. of- 
fered to tow the lighter to a safe place at the head of 
the canal, but received a very insolent reply from 
the captain of the Ohio. The Diamond then suc- 
ceeded in making a landing, and coming in contact 
with the lighter, it commenced sinking. Most of 
the freight was got off as soon as possible, and some 
little fell into the water. It consisted of whL-ky, 
pork, flour, flaxseed, and some hardware. All was 
more or less damaged by water, but not to any great 
extent. Men were engaged last evening in getting 
out some of the freight, mostly liarrel pork, which 
had rolled into the river off the lighter. They were 
to receive $5 for every barrel recovered. The water 
in the lighter was also being pumped out. The port 
warden, who examined the lighter, is of opinion that 
it was sunk from being overloaded and in a leaky 
condition, and not from any damage it sustained 
from the Diamond, as was at first supposed. 

A loaded coal-boat, in tow of the little tow-boat 
Monongahela, was sunk, on Tuesday last, nearly 
straight along the channel, at Lorch's glass-works, 
below Pittsburg, 

Capt. MUlinger, formerly of the Messenger, died 
n Allegheny City on Tuesday.

The St. Louis News, of Wednesday evening says 

The weather this morning has been colder than 
ever, and the river opposite the city is so full of ice, 
that but few boats, if any, will attempt to go out to- 
day. The Peoria, Naples, and Keokuk packets have 
all laid up until the weather becomes warm. The 
Polar Star arrived from Weston, Missouri river, this 
morning, full of passengers and well loaded with 
freight. We learn from the Polar Star that the Mis- 
souri river is becoming very low and difficult to 
nav igate, and that a large number of the last boats 
that started up were compelled to discharge part of 
their cargoes on the way.

Laying the Telegraphic Cahle. — We leam 
that the Secretary of the Navy has ordered the 
steamships "Niagara" and "Mississippi," now at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, to be equipped with dis- 
patch, to assist in laying down the Atlantic telegraph 
cable, between Newfoundland and Ireland. 

The Niagara is the largest ship-of-war in our Na- 
vy, and her manner of construction well adapts her 
to the peculiar service for which she is designated, 
having a large "flush" deck with a high ceiling, 
upon which the cable may be stowed through the 
entire length of the ship, and from whence it can be 
run off through the hatchway, by the aid of suita- 
ble steam apparatus. The Mississippi will act simply 
as an escort, to provide against accident. Another 
pair of steamers, detailed by the English Govern- 
ment, will be similarly equipped; and the whole 
proceeding to a point in the Atlantic midway be- 
tween the continents, the two steamers having the 
cable on board, will connect the halves carried by 
them respectively, and steam away at a moderate 
speed, in opposite directions, for the shore. 

The t »-o factories at which the cable is being man- 
ufactured are located a Liverpool and London. The 
The Niagara will sail for one of the ports as soon as 
she can be made ready, say by the end of the pres- 
ent menth — an English steamer loading simultane- 
ously at the other factorv. Meanwhile, the Niaga- 
ra will be fitted up with' apparatus to payout the 
wire, corresponding with that which was used by the 
James Adger. in laying the Newfoundland cable, but 
of a less ponderous" kind, as the cable soon to be laid 
is much more plable and manageable than the for- 
mer. 

The new cable is making at the rate of fifteen 
miles a day at each factory, and is expeted to be 
completed and laid down before the end June. It 
will not be necessary that the Mississippi should 
leave the United States until a short time previous 
to the laving of the cable,

My attention was called this afternoon, for I had 
not seeu it tiefore, to a publication in the Courier of 
the 7th inst., siijned ".V Friend to the City Schools," 
in which I, as Superintendent of the I'li.-lk Schools, 
am noticed. In "A friend to the Public Schools" I 
recognise the Kev. Mr. Dearing of the Methodist 
Epi*co|>al Church. I choose to cull names because 
most persona in this community know who the su- 
perintendent of Public Schools is. A* there h a <li-- 
repancy in the statement of "A Friend to the Pub- 
ic Schools" of the facts in which he chooses to in- 
troduce me and my recollection of the same, I ask 
for the privilege he has awarded "Y" to speak for 
myself. 

Eight or ten days previous to the ball of which he 
speaks, he stated to me, near the post-office, that 
there was to ♦*» a ball in the Second Ward School- 
House. I replied that I had heard un i..ng of it, 
and supposed he wu mistaken. Be . iesj that it 
was so. The answer I gave to thi-. .. ..a, that he 
knew more of it than I did, as I was at the first of 
it. He hoped there would be nothing 01* it, but said 
it certainly was contemplated. I expressed regret 
that anything of the kind should occur to give him 
uneasiness. He is mistaken in sa)-ing I gave him 
assurance that there would be no dancing. I did 
no such thing. I did not know, but from the infor- 
mation derived f»oni him, that the dance was cotv 
templated, and, if I had, the trustees of the ward, 
and not the superinteudent, were the proper persons 
to interfere. 

Some days after this conversation, speaking with 
the Principal of that school with regard to the exhi- 
bition, he observed that he had promised the girls, 
if they wished to dance, to pay for the music. I 
remarked, that could only be doue by consent of the 
Trustees. His reply was, we have "the consent of 
the Trustees. I saw nothing more of Mr. Dearing 
until the afternoon of the "ball," as he calls it.

Liadley Murray. — It is not generally known that 
this "Prince of English grammarians" w as an Amer- 
ican, and born within the present limits of Lebanon 
county, Pa.
